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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant's arguments are not convincing. 
Regarding applicant's argument that there is no motivation to combine the low emissivity coating of Colman with the glazing of Frost, 
examiner has indicated the motivation from Colman to provide a lower energy loss and better physiological comfort to individuals on the 
interior of the passenger compartment. Regarding applicant's argument that Shibata's layers not being appropriate for the radio reception, 
examiner submits that only the placement of the layer is relevant with regard to Shibata. Regarding applicant's argument that lida's 
disclosure precludes the use of Frost's glazing as a receiving antenna with regard to claim 31, examiner submits that lida was evidence 
only that an antisun coating such as that disclosed by FROST can be used as an antenna. Because the antisun coating in Frost 
exemplifies the applicant's claimed composition in relation to the antisun film, the claimed physical property relating to the receiving 
antenna characteristic is inherently present in the prior art. Absent an objective evidentiary showing to the contrary, the addition of the 
claimed physical property to the claim language fails to provide patentable distinction over the prior art. Regarding the remaining 
dependent claims, the rejections stand as previously indicated. 
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
